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INTRODUCTION. 



When Mr. Haferkom, a short time ago, submitted to me his plans 
for publishing a series of "Handy Lists of Technical Literature," and 
asked my opinion as to the need of such publications, I was greatly 
struck by the comprehensiveness and simplicity of his scheme. On close- 
ly examining his manuscript, I was as favorably impressed by the pains- 
taking accuracy and apparent care bestowed on each separate entry, 
which augured well for its completeness. I have frequently been per- 
plexed by the difficulty of obtaining just such information, as he pro- 
posed to furnish, and as I have no doubt my experience is a general one, 
I advised him strongly to carry out his intentions. Now that the first 
part is completed and printed in my hands, I have found abundant rea- 
son to confirm my previous opinion, as to the excellency of the work ; 
and I have great hopes that the busy workers, whether in the library, the 
bookstore or the workshop, will not allow this undertaking to stop here, 
for want of support.

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PREFACE. 



/^F all the books, with which a bookseller has to deal, no class is more 
^-^ inadequately catalogued, and of none is it more difficult to obtain 
definite information, than the numerous publications relating to the 
practical arts, trades and manufactures. The ordinary trade tools, even 
the more expensive ones, are lamentably incomplete in this respect, ow- 
ing no doubt to the fact, that such books are frequently published and 
distributed through other than the regular channels of the book trade. 
To obviate in a measure this difficulty, and furnish, at a price so low as 
to put it within the reach of everybody, a practical and timesaving key 
to the modem technological and technical literature of the last eight 
years, is the object of these ** Handy Lists,'* the first part of which is 
hereby submitted to the public. That it is free from mistakes and omis- 
sions no one, who is acquainted with the difficulties attending work of 
this nature, would for a moment suppose, but I do claim that all 
pains have been taken in its preparation to insure accuracy, and to make 
it as complete as it is possible to do in a first attempt at working what is 
practically a new field. How far I have succeeded in my endeavor, an 
actual test in the hands of the public, whose needs it aims at supplying, 
will soon demonstrate ; and I should be under great obligations for sug- 
gestions from those who use it for making it more useful for and supply- 
ing its defects, in case it should be found of sufficient value to make a 
new edition desirable. 

This list includes all separate books in the branches of "Useful Arts in 
general. Products and Processes used in Manufactures, Technology and 
Trades," of whose existence I could learn in any way, and pub- 
lished within the period specified, arranged in alphabetical order, accord- 
ing to the authors names or the first word of the titles of anonymous 
publications. Added to this, in the saine alphabetical series, is an index 
of the subjects treated in these books, with numerous cross-references, 
among which will also be found, what has never been attempted before, 
references to the principal articles in the best cyclopaedias and parts of 
works devoted to other general subjects, omitting only those references 
to subjects which would be found in works on Civil Engineering, such 
as Bricks, Masonry, Stones, etc. The numbers following these subject 
entries refer to the numbers prefixed to each book in this list. 

The various editions of a book, with their prices, have been specified, 
including American reprints of English works, the first price mentioned 
being that of the original publication. If a second value is added, in a 
different standard of money , it indicates the price, at which the book is sold 
by the jobber or agent stated in connection with each entry. The pub- 
lisher or distributing agent of each book is indicated by a system of ab-

company iaig Key, which contains tht? list of all publishers and agents 
representeil in this work, with refertiiiees to the books published or 
handled by them. 

The year of publii^ation has been added in each case, where it could 
be as^certained, and eBclosed in parenthefcsie w^hen it does not appear on 
the titlepage. When two or more editions have been issued at the same 
price, tiie date of aU hut the last have also l>een enclosed in parenthesis.

If in search for books on a lertain subject^ turn to this subject, printed in italics^ 
in the alphabet. Tiie numbtra IbllovvitiK these subject headings refer to the number& 
affixed to the booky, in which the subject is treated. 

When, in the subject rtjferences, a '*aee" precedes the number, it indicates that 
the subject is incidentally treated in the book referred to; but before a name, the "see 
also" indicates other related subjects or subdivisions, which must also be looked up,, 
in order to obtain the whole literature on any g^iven subject.
